9,000 WORKERS ON STRIKE , 


, AT WESTJNGHOUSE PLANT 


Demanding Change of Working Condi- 


tion, Men and Women Quit 
nt liig Indiwtrlul Plant,

Several hundred girls, each with a

H. Snydor called a number of leaders 
to hiH office and suggested that they 
urge the strikers to keep from congro- 
gating on the streets until tho trouble 
was settled.
